New KHS Curriculum... But, No Book

Abortion, birth control and pre-marital sex :uay be issues of 


paramount importance to many of today's teenagers, but those 
who attend Kingston High School are going to have to make 
some significant judgments on their own. 


The school district has completed a new curriculum guide for 


its 10th, llth and 12th grade health education classes. 
Although the proposed guide certainly doesn't avoid treatment 
of sensitive and controversial issues, it does emphasize through- 
out that any judgments are to be made only by the students 
themselves—without pressure or influence from teachers or 
outside resource materials. 


The new curriculum guide replaces a cloth-bound textbook 


titled, "Introductory Health: A Vital Issue" by John S. and 
Angela C. Sinacore. It was that book—more precisely, one 
chapter of that book —that prompted a low-keyed, three- 
month controversy between some residents of the district, the 
board of education and school administrators. 


The Sinacore text offers a rather detailed and sophisticated 


review f certain aspects of family life and human relationships. 
It discusses, for instance, the feminist movement, masturba- 
tion, pre-marital and non-marital sex, homosexuality, abortion 
and sexual exploitation. 


For the most part, the authors offer a balanced presentation 


of moral issues and concepts, without presuming to label any 


particular viewpoint either right or wrong, proper or improper. 
But in several areas, the authors take what appears to be an 
advocacy position. 


In their discussion of genetic counseling, for instance, the 


authors explain a medical technique known as amniocentesis, 
which enables a physician to detect whether a fetus is 
genetically defective. They offer the possibility that selective 
abortions after amniocentesis would reduce the number of 
children bom into the world with genetic defects. 


It is the opinion of some of the book's critics that the authors 


are advocating -abortion as a technique to control the quality 
of life. 


In another instance, the authors of the textbook take what 


appears to be a favorable position on the feminist movement, 
noting that societies which advocate sexual equality have 
historically been ore peaceful than societies in which either sex 
is subservient. 


Although a number of people have insisted that the book 


avoids any blatant value judgments in particularly sensitive 
areas, school district administrators apparently felt that it went 
too far. George Washbourne, assistant superintendent for 
secondary education, ordered the text with the understanding 
that the offending chapter would be deleted. When the books 
were delivered intact, he returned them to the publisher and 
the district began preparation of its own course outline. 


The new material, completed several weeks ago, is titled 


"Curriculum— Family Living/Sexuality." It was prepared by 
several of the high school health teachers under the supervision 
of the district's administrative personnel. It is expected to be 
formally approved at tonight's meeting of the board of 
education. 


The new material is little more than an outline of suggested 


topics and projects that health teachers may pursue m class. 
It includes a list of certain objectives and concepts intended 
to guide classroom discussions, as well as a number of varied 
learning activities to help students focus on particular issues. 


The new outline includes the same topics covered in the 


Sinacore book, but throughout it is emphasized that the 
teacher is not to take a position on specific issues; that they 
should merely assist students in developing their own goals and 
values. 


"What we're saying is that we don't want the teachers to be 


aking judgments about certain issues," said Washbourne. 
"That's not their job. Who are we to make value judgments 
that could influence a student's thinking?" 


Obviously, the outline leaves much to the teacher's discre- 


tion, and Washbourne readily conceded that it would be 
impossible to monitor all of the health classes to insure that 
the teachers aren't stepping out of line. But he says he isn't 
worried.

to pray to the allpowerful for-having permitted them to 
touch the soil of their ancestors after more than 90 years of 
separation." 


Sadat Ends Visit 


LONDON—Egyptian President Anwar Sadat has left 


Washington with the prospect of getting $750 million in 
U.S. economic aid but no firm commitment for military 
hardware. 


He ended his 10-day visit to the United States Wednes- 


day night and flew to London, where he said in a 
newspaper interview published before his arrival his 
effort to improve relations with the West is of strategic 
importance to Egypt. He also said he wants British 
participation in arranging a Middle East peace. 


On his final day in Washington, Sadat told Congress 


he was mainly looking for "understanding," particularly 
for the Palestinians.

Renewed Tensions 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Gun battles near the port 


of Junieh, where a "mystery ship" was reportedly 
unloading weapons, renewed tension north of Beirut 
today and marred efforts to prevent the outbreak of 
another round of civil war. 


Secretary of State Henry Kissinger sent a message to 


Lebanese leaders expressing American hopes for an early 
end to the fighting and for the "independence and 
territorial Integrity" of Lebanon. 


Sniper bullets and other violations of the five-day-old 


cease fire in the previous 24 hours claimed 10 lives and 
raised the death toll since fighting began in September 
to 1,200, with 3,000 wounded.

Manslaughter Hearing: 
Quiet Hamlet Aroused 


CROWD GATHERS OUTSIDE ESOPUS COURTROOM 


PORT EWEN 


A full half-hour before the hearing was to begin Wednesday 


afternoon, a large crowd gathered in the bright fall sunshine 
outside the Esopus Town Court to await the arrival of six 
youths accused of manslaughter in the death of Kenneth 
Taylor, 21, of Rosendale. 


Deputies armed with shotguns patrolled the streets outside 


the town hall and were stationed on the roof of the building. 
Several state police cars were also in the area. 


Congestion slowed traffic on Broadway in Port Ewen as 


curious drivers slowed to see what had brought out the large 
crowd and armed deputies to the generally quiet hamlet 


The six youths were ordered held for grand jury action on frst 


degree manslaughter and second degree robbery charges. 


Being held in the Ulster County Jail without bail is Joseph 


Buboltz, 17, if 277 Salem Street, Port Ewen. Being held in 
$5,000 bail each are Joseph Buboltz's brother Kevin, 16, of the 
same address; Gary S. Kithcart, 19, of 235 Salem Street, Port 
Ewen; John F. Genther, 16, of Clay Road, Port Ewen; Anthony 
J. Russo, 19, of Main Street, St. Remy, and Ralph N. Wade, 
20, of 85 Wurts Street, Kingston. 


The six were arrested early Sunday and cofined to jail to 


await the preliminary hearing at 3 p.m. Wednesday before 
Town of Esopus Justice Robert Jordan. Around-the-clock 
investigation by the Ulster County Sheriffs Department led to 
their arrest after the discovery Friday afternoon of Taylor's 
beaten and stabbed body in a wooded area off Tooley Lane in 
New Salem.

Coroner William S. Keyser ruled the death a homicide, listing 


the cause as excessive bleeding from a stab wound that cut an 
artery in the victim's left leg. 


The six youths, handcuffed and bound onto a common chain, 


were led in through a rear door of the town hall at 2.55 p.m., 
stood quietly as Jordan's tiny office was unlocked, and were 
led inside as deputies denied entrance to the building to the 
crowd outside. 


Jordan, after a series of talks with District Attorney Francis 


J. Vogt and defense attorneys, opened the hearing at 3 15 p m , 
with attendance restricted to court officials, lawyers, guards, 
and the press. 


Francis Martocci, who represents Genther, spoke for all the 


defense attorneys, saying that the heavy security measures, the 
widespread publicity, and the large crowd would have an 
adverse affect on their clients. He noted that all were eligible 
for youthful offender status and asked Jordan to restrict 
attendance to guards, lawyers, defendants, and their families 


"I don't think anyone else should be here," Martocci said, 


and Jordan then told reporters to leave. 


Jordan said after the hearing that he had set bail for the 


various youths on Vogt's recommendation, that both charges 
had been filed against all six, and that all defense attorneys 
had waived preliminary examination. 


In addition to Martocci, defense attorneys include Barry M. 


Lippman, representing the Buboltz brothers, Aaron Klein, 
representing Kithcart; Karen Peters, representing Russo, and 
Alan Zweibel, representing Wade.

by itself. The girl died Sunday 
15 minutes after the machine 
was shut off. 


Maryjane Dahl, 16, of 


Selden, N.Y., was found dying 
by nurses at Nassau Hospital 
with the respirator plug out of 
the socket. 


She died minutes after the 


machine was reactivated de- 
spite efforts by nurses to revive 
her. 


"I looked at the plug and at 


the wall socket and I would say 
it is highly improbable that it 
came out by itself," Edward 
Curran, Nassau County chief 
of detectives, said Wednesday.

honor student, was admitted 
to the hospital Oct. 25 for 
treatment of meningitis, com- 
plicated by Hodgkins Disease 
and uremia.

She contended 
the Sinacore book made certain judgments about abortion— 
particularly abortion to prevent genetic defects—that justified 
its removal from the curriculum.

emphatically deny the charges 
against me as reported in the 
media. I have never offered 
anyone a political appoint- 
ment in exchange for cam- 
paign contributions to either 
myself or my son.

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Oilman Introduces Welfare Bill 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 


Rep. Benjamin A. Oilman, 


(R-26th), acutely aware of the 
welfare crisis that exists in 
Orange, Rockland and Ulster 
Counties, recently introduced 
legislation to increase the fed- 
eral share of welfare payments. 


The legislation amends the 


Social Security Act and states 
that if the unemployment rate 
in a state during any three 
month quarter exceeds 7 per 
cent, that state would be en- 
titled to a 75 per cent federal 
reimbursement payment for 
families with dependent chil- 
dren and 
for medical as- 


sistance only. 


Currently New York must 


pay 50 per cent of the costs oi 
aid for dependent children and 
Medicaid. 


In introducing the legisla- 


tion, Oilman reviewed the 
pressing situation in the Mid- 
Hudson Valley: "The 26th 
Congressional District of New 
York, as well as the whole of 


New York State, faces an 
emergency situation that has 
reached near crisis propor- 
tion." 


The Congressman noted 


that Rockland is $5 million 
short of meeting this year's 
welfare commitments while 
Orange has refused to borrow 
funds to meet an appropria- 
tion for supplemental commit- 
ments. 


"It has been estimated that 


my proposed formula would 
result in a substantial reduc- 
tion in state and local welfare 
costs in as many as 38 states. 
In New York, the impact 
would be dramatic— a reduc- 
tion in state expenditures dur- 
ing the current fiscal crisis of 
approximately $700 million, a 
reduction in city expenditures 
out of tax levy funds of over 
$400 million, and a reduction 
in expenditures out of county 
funds of over $175 million, all 
during the current fiscal year," 
Oilman said. 


The Middletown lawmaker 


said the bill does not involve 
basic changes in the 
philosophy that underlies the 
existing welfare system, since 
federal law now recognizes 
that the basic economic health 
of a state should be taken into 
account when the formulas for 
Medicaid and Aid for Depen- 
dent Children are devised. 
' "What this legislation does 
permit is a more realistic dis- 
tribution of costs on the basis 
of capacity to pay," he said, 
adding, "I recognize that this 
legislation is an interim meas- 
ure, a stopgap attempt to re-

bill Ford threatens to veto — 
ran into new trouble. The 
House Ways and Means Com-

government. 


If Ways and Means doesn't 


approve that section, the bill 
stands virtually no chance of 
clearing Congress. 


In other developments: 
— Gov. Hugh Carey said a 


source for a $150 million loan 
to the city had been found, so 
default, threatened for Nov. 


17, appeared to be staved off 
once again. Dec. 1 is the new 
default D-day. 


— Carey asked for a 


shortterm $576 million Federal 
Reserve loan to keep four state 
agencies from defaulting on 
their bonds this month. "In 
effect, the contagion of New 
York City has now spread to 
agencies of the state of New 
York," Carey wrote Ford. 


— Four congressmen from 


rural and suburban parts of 
New York state announced 


plans for "a jet-borne, two- 
day, cross-country campaign" 
to build support for the loan 
guarantee measure. 


— Pollster Lou Harris told 


22 House Democratic leaders a 
poll commissioned by New 
York state of 1,549 persons 
across the country found 69 
per cent favoring federal loan 
guarantees while 18 per cent 
were opposed. By 50-37 per 
cent, the public disagreed with 
Ford's plan to veto such legis- 
lation, he said. 


— Mayor Abraham beame, 


in a speech Wednesday before 
the same National Press Club 
forum where Ford raised the 
veto threat a week earlier, ac- 
cused the President of having 
"triggered 
hatred, disunity 


and confusion." Said Beame: 
"The President has purposely 
set out to divide urban resi- 
dents against rural Americans, 
or Easterners against Mid- 
westerners, or to excite preju-. 
dices against New York and its 
people." 


Supplier Refuses Food Delivery 


NEW YORK (UPI) — A 


supplier has refused to delivei 
foodstuffs to city schools, fear- 
ing default by New York will 
leave its bills unpaid and no 
place to turn for compensa- 
tion. 


The Board of Education 


threatened to take "default in 
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contract" action against Kane 
Millers. Inc., Yonkers, N.Y., 
which failed to make deliveries

The 
board also said city milk sup- 
pliers had made "open or 
veiled threats" to stop de- 
liveries.

(UPI) — A medical examiner 
has ruled a 13-year-old boy 
died from inhaling deodorant 
spray, ending speculation the 
youth's death might have been 
caused by poisoned Halloween 
candy. 


Kevin Perry died Sunday of 


heart failure from sniffing the 
deodorant. He was found dead 
in a chair in front of the tele- 
vision set in the family's living 
room, a bag of Halloween can- 
dy beside him.

died from poisoned candy, but 
preliminary tests showed no 
signs of poison in his stomach 
or the candy he collected on 
Halloween.

Election '75 is now history. As is the case year in 


and year out in Ulster County there were very few 
surprises. 


With Watergate almost a forgotten political 


theme, candidates stuck more to the issues this year 
and their campaigns, for the most part, were waged 
with more vigor.

WASHINGTON—For the first time since pollsters started 


asking, most Americans are pessimistic about the future. 


No longer, say the pollsters, do we believe our country is

Our leaders, caught in past lies, are no longer 
believed. Our major institutions—government, business, the 
press and the professions—are held in low regard. 


This is an alarming development. For two centuries, the 


buoyancy of America has been our distinguishing national 


stamp, the key impression made on 
deTocqueville to Solzhenitsyn. 


Confidence is what has made us tick. If a vast, tumultuous 


democracy like ours is to work, there must be a fundamental 
optimism in the land, and undergirding belief in the nation's 
purpose and direction. 


Our leaders must be sustained by a shared vision of the future 


if they are to steer boldly at the helm. If only 30 per cent of 
the people bother to vote and the rest feel it makes no difference 
who wins, the victor has no mandate. He cannot lead because 
he has no followers; he can only engage in manipulations.

We have much to 
II sober about- our first war lost; a Present deposed m 
disgrace; his principal aides proved felons; our natural re- 
sources running out; our public guardians caught in the 
shabbiest kinds of harassment directed against.our^own people;

longer a metaphor but a reality; and an economy caught in the 
intractable vise of both inflation and recession. 


In many countries, the public spirit is so deadened that such

That neither has happened here is a sign of strength. We are 


so accustomed to success, progress and reasonably honest 
government as to be stunned by their opposites. We are still 
confident enough in our institutions to seek redress tlirough 
lawful processes—impeachments, hearings, legislation, eler- 
tions—and not through violence. 


If there is a temporary exhaustion of the natural spirit, as 


the polls indicate, it is' time to shake ourselves out of our 
melancholy.

During the first of the great wars of survival between Rome 


and Carthage, there came a time when the spirit of the Roman 
republic seemed almost extinguished. 
. , , , . , 


During two decades of war, Rome repeatedly had built and 


sent out fleets against Carthage, the lord of the seas. Victories 
were won by Rome but nullified by Mediterranean storms 
which destroyed the fleets. 


In the 23rd year of the war, with the economy of Rome almost 


destroyed and despondency felt in almost every Roman home, 
the government fell into listlessness and declined to rebuild the 
fleet on which survival depended. 


Then out of the gloom, private citizens came forward. 


Through voluntary donations they raised the money to build 
and man yet another great fleet, which was presented to the 
state as a gift from the people. It went forth and won the victory 
that won the war. 


We are not at war. The advesary that threatens our cohesion 


is not always visible. But it is nonetheless a time for individuals 
to take their gifts to a beleaguered society, not in ships but in 
other ways— in sacrifices to reduce needless energy consump- 
tion; in increased personal productivity; in time given to citizen 
efforts to guide youth and fight crime; in warnings to backslid- 
ing Congressmen that a retreat from campaign reform will not 
be tolerated; in willingness to accept the public and private 
austerities the times require. 


Above all, we must offer the gift of the spirit that continues 


to dream the dream of 200 years. We have overwhelming 
evidence that the spirit is still alive. 


We asked people to tell us their feelings about the country 


as we approached the bicentennial in a time of great distress 
and to reduce their sentiments, if possible, to bicentennial 
slogans. More than a million slogans have come in. 


No one could wade through this outpouring without being 


optimistic about the long-term health of the American spirit. 
What comes across is how thin are the ranks of both the 
mockers and chauvinists among us, how deeply and thought- 
fully the great mass of Americans are committed to the idea 
that our country represents something vitally important to the 
world. 


People describe this "something," of course, in different ways 


— a freer life, a more equal start, a better chance, a fairer trial, 
a stronger body of personal rights—goals never realized but 
never abandoned, goals achieved more fully here than any place 
else on earth.

The convulsions of the past 


few days betray the inner 
strain of an administration 
that faces difficulties of sever- 
al kinds. The eruption has 
changed the landscape, but it 
can't be predicted that the 
new one will settle down in the 
sense that the old one never 
did. 


The fires just beneath the 


surface continue to rage. For 
instance: 1) The resignation of 
Rockefeller, although careful- 
ly, not to say unctuously, 
crafted, cannot escape provok- 
ing a barrage of criticism fro 
from 
the 
Republican 
left 


against Ford. It will be widely 
assumed that Rockefeller was 
in fact ousted, that the harass- 
ments by Howard Callaway 
and others finally achieved the 
intended effect. They will be 
as 
sore 
at 
Ford as the 


Wallaceites were at FDR when 
Wallace was dumped. There is 
this difference, that FDR was 
a master at placating his 
enemies, and Ford is not. It is 
of course entirely possible that 
Mr. Rockefeller wanted to be 
out of the way when New York, 
his personal temple, begins to 


crack because ot the ersatz 
building materials used for its 
construction. 


The future role of Rock- 


efeller is by no means clear. 
Although in his letter he avers 
that he will contimue to serve 
out his term as VicePresident, 
Mr. 
Rockefeller 
has 
been 


known to change his mind, like 
two or three times a year. Here 
are circumstances that might 
make him change it this time 
around. Suppose that Ronald 
Reagan, who already strength- 
ened by the inexplicable firing 
of James Schlesinger and Wil- 
liam Colby, marches through 
New Hampshire and Florida 
like Sherman through Georgia. 
Then Ford will in effect pull 
out of the race. 


At that moment the liberal 


faction within the Republican 
Party might urge Rockefeller 
to resign the Vice-Presidency 
and submit his name in the 
later primaries against Re- 
agan. Depending on how the 
situation goes in New York, 
Rockefeller could cause to 
coincide two motives for his 
resignation: the first to assert 
the liberal leadership of the 
Republican Party, the second 
to present an alternative to 
President Ford's tough posi- 
tion against bailing out munic- 
ipalities that overspend. If the 
dire predictions about what 
will happen if New York de- 
faults are borne out, then 
Rockefeller would emerge as 
something of an urban cham- 
pion, as distinguished from 
merely a parochial champion 


of the interests of New York 
City and his brother David. If 
that happened, then we'll have 
a real contest, in the style of 
1964: Reagan vs. Rockefeller. 
The winner of that contest 
would be Reagan, though just 
possibily, let us be frank, also 
the Democratic Party.

Cooking With Fossile Juice 
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"I'm returning this'plant. It talks bac'f'" 


WASHINGTON — The other afternoon you 


might have discovered many members of the House 
Committee on Science and Technology- sitting in the 
dark in their walnut and leather committee room. 
The poor chaps were staring at the wall while Robert 
Fri, the deputy administrator of the Energy Re- 
search and Development Agency, and another guy 
from the White House were putting the blocks to 
them for mondo, mucho megabucks. 


They lectured the congressmen in the darkness 


and showed slides on the wall. The White House 
man had two-color slides, but Mr. Fri's were in three 
colors and graphically more dramatic. The slides 
had 
titles like "Major Synfuel Development 


Milestones." 
HIP BUSINESS 


Synfuel is the word the technologically hip use to 


show their hippitiness when referring to squeezing 
gasoline out of oil shale. Since most of the oil shale 
is in Colorado, the proposal on the table was to 
spend untold billions in infinitely devious way to dig 
up the state and squeeze the fossile juice out of it. 
To that end the forceful Mr. Fri raised his voice to 
the congressmen lost in the room's fuliginosity to 
inform them that, "If you don't put the money on 
the table, you haven't made the point that, damn 
it, we mean business." 


The older congressmen who are habituated to 


spending money seemed satisfied 
with their 


marching orders, but some of the younger fellows 
realized they were in the dark in more ways than 
one. Timothy Wirth of Colorado, smitten with the 
vision of his entire congressional district consumed 
by 20-8toty high steam shovels eating the Rocky , 
Mountain flat, wondered why the government 
should guarantee $5 billion worth of the oil com- 


panies' loans to rub out his constituency. 


Contrary to their reputation for never spuming a 


handout, some of the oil companies, like Standard 
of California, had written the committee to suggest 
in a tactful way that Mr. Fri go back to his hive and 
think up another way to blowing in the billions. It's 
Standard's contention that large amounts of shale 
oil can't be produced for another generation, or until 
about the year 2001, and that any synfuel of this sort 
that is produced will cost twice what natfuel can be 
bought for from the Arabs. 


The Administration's answer to that is author- 


ization to consecrate another four or five billion for 
a subsidy to bring the synfuel price down to a 
competitive level. It was also suggested, while 
everybody was sitting there in the gloaming, that 
another five or six hundred million be thrown in es 
"construction grants" for the utility companies who, 
it was explained, are already so debt burdened they 
can't even borrow with a 100 percent Federal loan 
guarantee. 


"About all we can do with this authorization," 


spoke the voice of Rep. Philip Hayes (D. Ind.), "is 
prop up somebody's ass." To which the voice of Mr. 
Fri responded that, "I guess 1 would disagree that 
I wont these numbers because I'm selling 
somebody's stock." A whisper from one of the non- 
lobbyists in the audience was heard to suggest, 
"They ought to vote a $5 billion dollar loan 
guarantee for the eugenics people to develop a 
higher class of bureaucrat." Someone else wanted 
to know if there is any oil shale under City Hall in 
New York. The rejoinder to that was the City ought 
to be able to manufacture methane gas from the dog 
litter on the street* of Manhattan and use the profits 
to escape default. 


STRICTLY GUARANTEED 


"Where did this $410 million figure surface?" a 


perplexed congressman asked, his face invisible in 
the gray light. The slide on the wall said, "Public 
Infrastructure Development," and Mr. Fri, or may- 
be it was G. Rudolph Ford's creature from the office 
of Budget and Management, was proposing a yet 
different set of loan guarantees for Colorado munici- 
pal government to build facilities for the people 
running the steam shovels and building the fossil 
juicers. In order to conform to an ancient govern- 
ment policy of six or eight weeks standing that 
municipal tax exempt bonds should not be federally 
guaranteed, the Administration was advocating 
that Washington subsidize the difference in interest 
rates between tax-free and taxable bonds and then 
guarantee them. 


By now nobody in the room could begin to figure 


out what the final cost of the project might be . . 
. $12 or $13 billion and running up there higher 
toward you, Jesus, but the nice thing about it is that 
most of it is "off-budget" debt so that the folks will 
be able to vote for G. Rudolph a year from now 
without realizing how he's running up the deficit on 
the sly. 


There are some other problems about the project

have a young woman. You also 
have doctors who may fear the 
Quinlans at some future time 
will sue for malpractice if they 
follow the parents' request.

Increases in the costs of steel 
and new cars drove up overall 
wholesale prices by 1.8 per 
cent in October, the biggest 
monthly increase in a year, the 
Labor Department said today.

government's Wholesale Price 
Index, which translates into a 
double-diget annual rate of 
21.6 per cent, soon will be felt 
by consumers in the retail 
prices they pay for goods and 
services. 


For the past three months 


combined, prices have in- 
creased at a compounded an- 
nual rate of 13.5 per cent. The 
increase last month was the 
biggest since October, 1974, 
when wholesale prices jumped 
2.9 per cent. 


The prices of industrial com- 


modities, which make up 70 
per cent of all the items meas- 
ured, were up a substantial 1.2 
per cent — also the biggest 
increase in a year. This was 
caused primarily by price in- 
creases for steel and other 
metals, textile goods and the 
1976 
model automobiles. 


Although prices paid 
to 


farmers fell in October, the 
costs of farm products and 
foods jumped 1.7 per cent, led 
by increases in the prices of 
leave tobacco, fluid milk, live 
poultry and vegetables, the 
department said.

NEW YORK (UPI) — A 


federal 
appeals court 
has 


blasted the Brooklyn district 
attorney's office for its prose- 
cution of a man convicted of 
murder more than seven years 
ago and directed that the man 
be released from prison within 
60 days .unless he is given a 
"new trial. 


The three-judge court said 


Wednesday the Brooklyn dis- 
trict attorney's office had en- 
gaged in "reprehensible con- 
duct" in its prosecution of 
Leon Washington by failing to 
•disclose that its key witness 
had been promised favorable 
treatment. 


Washington, now 31, was 


convicted in March 1967 of 
first degree murder in the 
holdup shooting of 68-year-old 
Max Regenstrich in his 
Brooklyn liquor store. 


The key prosecution witness, 


Martin Anderson, who was at 
the time under indictment for 
three felonies, denied on the 
stand that he had made a deal 
with the prosecutor, Assistant 
District Attorney Arthur 
Levine. 


However, the appeals court 


said "the prosecutor, who had 
indeed

Sees Terrorism Upsurge 


LUBBOCK, Tex. (UPI) - 


FBI Director Clarence Kelley 
predicts terrorism will increase 
in the United States in 1976 
because of the bicentennial 
celebration. 


"You should be aware that 


terrorists have vowed to 'bring 
the, fireworks' to our nation's 
bicentennial celebration next 
year," Kelley said Tuesday. "I 
believe some will try ...." 


He said the bombing of 


Fraunces Tavern, a Colonial 
landmark in New York City 
where four persons died and 53 
were injured last 
January 


"could be a prelude to more 
devastation as July 4, 1976 
approaches." 


The former Kansas City po- 


lice chief said the people must 
soon chose which they fear 
more, terrorists or the police. 


"You must decide whether it 


is the FBI or extremists and 
terrorists who menace 
America's 200-year tradition of 
liberty," Kelley said. "You are 
more likely these days to hear 
about the number of doors an 
FBI breaks through in search 
of an armed fugitive revolu- 
tionary than statistics on ter- 
rorist activity." 


The FBI has admitted in 


congressional hearings that it 
has committed burglaries, il- 
legally opened mail and 
sought to disrupt protest or- 
ganizations. 


Kelley did not review the 


criticisms in detail, but said 
some were justified. 


"Yet, in the vast majority of 


instances, such criticism 
stems from actions the FBI 
took many years ago in ex- 
traordinarily turbulent 


times," Kelley said. "Ameri- 
cans got a taste of widespread 
violence and dissension in the 
1960s. It was a bitter taste. 


"Many people have forgot- 


ten the tenor of those times... 
influential citizens and gov- 
ernment officials demanded 
action. Well, the FBI took ac- 
tion, and ... we have since been 
castigated for taking them." 


Kelley pledged not to repeat 


the disruption tactics and said 
the agency will comply with 
Justice Department guidelines 
for domestic investigations. 


"Perhaps our operations will 


derive benefit from the un- 
precedented surge of news me- 
dia and official interest in the 
FBI," he said. "But we must 
fervently hope that domestic 
extremists ... will not be the 
ultimate beneficiaries." 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 


The government is well into an 
investigation of possible safety 
hazards involving Christmas 
tree lights. Imported, min- 
iature lights appear to be the 
biggest problem. 


The Consumer Product 


Safety Commission last sum- 
mer directed its regional of- 
fices across the country to 
make spot checks of inven- 
tories to uncover any shock or 
fire hazards. 


Later, it wrote letters to re- 


tailers and wholesalers, telling 
them they had a responsibility 
under the law of advising the 
commission on any problems. 


The checks by CPSC per- 


sonnel across the country used 
kits to test lights under normal 
consumer 
useage. They 


already have identified several 
cases with substantial haz- 
ards. 


One official said almost all 


defects so far have involved 
miniature lights imported 
from such places as Taiwan, 
South Korea and Italy. 


The hazards are predictable: 


bare wires, electrical failures, 
shorts and the like. 


The commission now must 


decide how to correct the prob- 
lem. 


One official said the staff has 


recommended that the agency 
avoid any massive recall. Con- 
sumers usually put Christmas 
lights away each year without 
the 
boxes they came in. 


Massive confusion might re- 
sult from a recall in which 
owners have no idea what 
brand they have or even where 
they might have bought them. 


The staff has told the com- 


mission it should launch a 
massive pr.e-Christmas educa- 
tion campaign asking Ameri- 
cans to check out the lights 
they have in storage and ex- 
amine new purchases carefully 
for obvious defects. 


In general, CPSC officials 


think the industry has been 
responding, and the safety 
questions are being addressed. 


A General Electric expert 


told UPI the consumer's best 
safeguard is to look for the UL 
label on light sets. But one 
CPSC official said some sets in 
which hazards were discovered 
this year had such a label and 
were bad anyway. However, he 


conceded most of those with 
problems were not UL- 
certified. 


The CPSC soon will start 


another program to protect the 
public from dangerous lights. 
It will use a consumer deputy 
system, a band of volunteer 
workers who will visit stores 
and try to spot problems.

'Photographers Use 


Equipment Shortcomings 


As Excuses....' 


STONE RIDGE 


"The equipment of photography often encumber* the very 


creative act it is expected to perform. Photographer! use 
equipment shortcomings as excutes — reasons for not exploring 
the visual possibilities of a given situation," comments A.E. 
Woolley of New Paltz about his exhibit at Ulster County 
Community College Visual Arts Gallery, Vanderlyn Hall. The 
show will be on display from Nov. 9 through 30. 


In a collection of 89 photographs Woolley'has shattered the 


axiom that great photographs require expensive cameras for 
their creation. Using a simple box camera given to him 30 years 
ago, he has produced dramatic examples of photographic 
vision. While on journalistic assignments throughout the 
U.S.A., he carried his Baby Brownie box camera and made 
pictures of people, places and events. From the hundreds of 
small negative images, prints as large as 40x60 inches have been 
made for this show. 


One group of pictures in the exhibit is an exploration of the 


Twin Towers of Marina City in Chicago. For more than three 
years Woolley looked for new ways to photograph these 
interesting buildings and the activities surrounding them. Over 
500 pictures resulted from this investigation. Twenty pictures 
from this project are displayed. 


Woolley is director of Public Information for Mount Saint 


Mary College, Newburgh and in his years as a journalist has 
produced articles for all the major national and international 
publications. He has authored 17 books, the most recent being, 
Photography: A Practical and Creative Introduction, pub- 
lished by McGraw-Hill of New York. Other books include 
Persia/Iran! A Pictorial Treasure of 25 Centuries, Camera 
Journalism, Creative 35mm Techniques and Photographic 
Lighting. 


His photographs are included in the permanent collections 


of the George Eastman House, Museum of Modern Art, 
Dartmouth College, Louisiana State University, State Univer- 
sity of New York and the University of Illinois. Among his 
honors are Photographer of the Year, 1973, American Medical 
Association; Awards of Merit in Art Direction, Editorial, 
Design given by the Chicago Four 1974 Awards Committee; and 
twice the Photographer of the Year given by the Louisiana Art 
Commission. His Master's Degree is in Mass Communication 
from Goddard College, Vermont.

Jabbar, stopped the Lakers 
113-110 to remain atop the 
NBA Central Division with a 
6-1 mark. 


"I don't do any extra jump- 


ing up or down or get excited," 
said Moore. "I remember one 
year in Detroit we started out 
13-1. In a few weeks, we were 
13-10." 


The Lakers, 4-4, jumped to 


an early 13-point lead but then 
Abdul-Jabbar got in foul trou- 
ble and sat out much of the 
second period. He was as- 
sessed three fouls in the first 
period and another during the 
second period. Moore wound 
up with 16 points in helping to 
neutralize Abdul-Jabbar. 


"Pistol" Pete Maravich, who 


had to be escorted by police 
from suburban Metairie, La.,

Slippery Ball? 


BOSTON (UPI) — A funny thing happened when the 


leadership of the NBA changed hands: the basketball suddenly 
got harder to handle. 


The slippery subject surfaced Wednesday night in discussion 


of a sloppy first quarter between the Boston Celtics and Buffalo 
Braves. The two teams were guilty of 18 turnovers in the first 
12 minutes. 


"We've got a new commissioner and therefore we've got new 


basketballs," explained Boston Coach Tom Heinsohn. "The 
ball we were playing with hasn't been broken in yet and that's 
why nobody could hold onto it." 


The reasoning sounds silly but it's true. When Walter 


Kennedy resigned as NBA ommissioner last spring, his official, 
autographed basketballs were retired with him. Each team in 
the league opened the season with new Lawrence O'Brien 
basketballs. 


"They sure made a difference, especially in the first period," 


said Boston guard JoJo White. "When you're running fast and 
your hands are sweating, the ball slips right out of your hands." 


But why was the basketball more slippery Wednesday night 


than it had been in other games? 


"This game was played at a faster pace—especially in the 


first period—than any other of the games we've been in so far 
this season," said Boston forward John Havlicek, who made 
three bad passes in the first quarter. "If you're looking for any 
great explanation, there isn't any." 


Ernie DiGregorio, the Braves' bail-handling wizard, was one 


of few players to escape the first period without error. 


"Yeah, it was slippery because it was new but I didn't find 


it any problem," he said. 


His boss, however, was more upset. 
"Sure the slippery basketballs were a factor but the Celtics 


got those new balls a month ago," said coach Jack Ramsey, 
whose team lost, 10595, well after the ball was roughed up. "It's 
inexcusable that the situation even came up."

Show of Support 


PITTSBURGH (UPI) — About 10,000 fans turned out 


Wednesday to show their support for former Pirate broad- 
casters Bob Prince and Nellie King. 


Prince and King were notified last week by radio station 


KDKA that their contracts were not being renewed for 1976 and 
it touched off a local furor. Hundreds of persons called the 
station to register their protest and many others wrote letters 
to the editors of the local newspapers. 


Another radio station, WEEP, promoted a parade through 


the downtown area Wednesday and staged a rally at Point 
State Park to give protesters a chance to voice their feelings 
openly. 


Only about 250 persons were in the parade when it started 


in warm, sunny 60-degree temperatures at the Civic Arena, but 
the number grew as the participants neared the park An 
estimated 10,000 persons were on hand at the park. 


Prince and King rode atop a fire truck along with several 


Pirate players, drawing cheers from persons lining the parade 
route. The marchers were joined by two high school bands and 
a number of cars and trucks. 


Prince told the crowd if KDKA wanted to let him go, they 


should not have taken it out on King. 


"Let me go, but bring back Nellie," he said 
King described the public reaction to his dismissal as "a real 


comfort" to his family. 


"The greatest wealth of Pittsburgh is its people," Prince said. 
Prince had broadcast Pirate games for more than 20 years. 


King, a former Pirate pitcher, was his assistant nine years. 


KDKA officials said the decision not to rehire the pair was 


unanimous. The announcement was made after a meeting with 
station representatives, the Pirates and the Pittsburgh Brewing 
Co.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Baseball owners have moved their 


franchises for all kinds of stated reasons, most of which when 
analyzed had to do with a simple basic desire for more money, 
but think a minute, when's the last time you heard of an owner 
moving because he was worried about the personal safety of his 
ballplayers? 


The last time was 15 years ago, and it wasn't only one owner 


who was worried, it was a group of them. 


These men owned clubs in the International League, and 


because of a frightening incident in Havana, one of the cities 
in the circuit, the owners decided the franchise should be 
shifted to some safer place where their players wouldn't be in 
danger of being shot. 


That was how the Cuban Sugar Kings came to be moved to 


Jersey City, N.J., in 1960. Robert Maduro, now assistant to 
Bowie Kuhn and in charge of Latin-American baseball, owned 
the Sugar Kings at the time. He remained in Havana while 
Gabe Paul, then with the Cincinnati Reds, ran the club in 
Jersey City for him. 


The incident which touched off the move occurred July 14, 


1960 when some of Fidel Castro's supporters were celebrating 
their Independence Day by shooting off pistols in Havana 
Stadium. Some of the spent bullets fell close to several of the 
players. One missile struck Rochester Red Wings' manager 
Frank Verdi on the coaching lines. That was when the owners 
decided the Havana franchise had better be moved. 


It marked the last time Cuba was part of organized baseball 


in the United States. 


Less than a year after the Sugar Kings moved to Jersey City, 


the U.S. and Cuba broke off diplomatic relations. That was in 
1961. 


Now there are signs relations between the two countries may 


be resumed, perhaps inside the next year or six months. When 
and if they are, baseball probably will be the vehicle to bring 
the two countries back together in much the same way ping- 
pong was the instrument for improving relations between the 
U.S and the People's Republic of China. 


A plan has been in the works for some time now calling for 


a group of major leaguers to visit Havana next spring and play 
a Cuban team, with the breakthrough contest to be carried on 
television in the U.S. and Cuba. One of the forerunners of the 
plan was the permission granted by the Cuban government for 
Luis Tiant's parents to leave Cuba so they could visit him in 
Boston this past summer. 


Since all details haven't been worked out yet and are 


supposed to be so hush-hush because you never can tell when 
Castro may chanee his mind and call the whole thing off, Bowie 
Kuhn refuses to talk about the trip. So does everyone else in 
baseball. But the fact is Henry Kissinger has talked about it 
with Castro already. 


Fidel Castro used to be a pretty fair pitcher with the 


University of Havana. He enjoys baseball and still relates to 
it enough so that he followed the recent World Series between 
those Yankee dogs, the Cincinnati Reds and Boston Red Sox, 
demonstrating the normal nationalistic pride when Louis Tiant 
won two games for the Red Sox and Tony Perez, another 
Cuban, hit those home runs for the Reds. 


Castro likes ballplayers and has always enjoyed being around 


them. 


Harry Simmons, another Bowie Kuhn aide who was as- 


sociated with the International League 25 years, remembers 
Castro attending the 1959 Junior World Series between the 
Minneapolis and Havana. Gene Mauch was managing Minne- 
apolis and Preston Gomez Havana, and after each club won 
one game in Minneapolis, the weather grew so cold there, it 
was decided to play the remaining contests in Havana. 


"Before the first game we played there, a service gate in the 


left field fence opened and Fidel came in surrounded by a group 
of men wearing long hair and carrying machine guns," 
Simmons recalls. "There were twenty seven, twenty eight 
thousand people in the stands and they all got up, waved 
handkerchiefs and began screaming, 'Fidel, Fidel, Fidel!' 


"He walked across the diamond, stopped at the pitcher's 


mound and warmed up with one of his henchmen, a fellow by 
the name of Fernandez, who used to be a catcher in the Pacific 
Coast League." 


Later, Castro sat in the stands behind home plate and 


Havana won that game. He did the same thing the following 
night, and the Sugar Kings won again. For the fifth game, 
Castro sat in the bleachers and they lost. 


"The next night he decided to sit in the Sugar Kings' 


dugout," says Simmons. "One umpire said to the other one, 
'he can't sit there, get him out.' The second umpire said, 'you 
get him out yourself.'" 


Castro sat in the dugout the whole game and the Sugar Kings 


lost, but they won the seventh game to take the Series. Castro 
then went to both clubhouses to shake hands with the players. 


As someone who has visited Cuba many times, I can't 


remember any country I ever enjoyed being in more. There is 
no other baseball like Cuban baseball. It's unique. Apart from 
that, the Cuban culture and congeniality are such that they 
should be shared by everyone. I hope both countries get 
together again, and see no reason why they shouldn't. They've 
always gotten along so well in the past. 


Swim Pioneer Dead at 89

Miss Kellerman set distance 


records in Australia and Eu- 
rope in the early 1900's includ- 
ing one swim of 23 miles down 
the Danube in 13 hours, 11 
minutes in 1906. 


She made history in 1907 in 


Boston when she was arrested 
for indecent exposure—for ap- 
pearing on a Boston beach in 
a one-piece swimsuit. The sub- 
sequent worldwide publicity 
was largely responsible for the 
relaxation of laws requiring 
neck-to-knee bathing cos- 
tumes. 


Later she became a star of 


Hollywood silent movies, ap- 
pearing in such movies as 
"Neptune's Daughter" and "A 
Daughter of the Gods". Miss 
Kellerman often played the 
part of a mermaid, earning 
herself the title "The Million 
Dollar Mermaid". 


Early this year, she was rec- 


ognized for her swimming by 
the Hall of Fame in the United 
States, but at the last minute 
cancelled a trip to take part in 
the ceremony on her doctors

A Baseball Fanatic's Dream 


CINCINNATI (UPI) - Baseball's "Hot.Stove League"-the 


cold weather jawing about the hot weather sport—gets off to 
a roaring start this weekend. 


Several hundred of the most fanatic type of fans—collectors 


of baseball cards and other memorabilia — are expected from 
around the country for Cincinnati's annual "sports collectors" 
convention. 


"We'll have more than 1 million baseball cards and tons of 


other baseball-related stuff," says Cincinnati Reds publicist 
Bob Rathgeber, the convention organizer and an avid card 
collector. 


"We expect about 75 or 80 major dealer-collectors who will 


set up booths and another 200 'hard core' collectors. We also 
welcome the general public to come in and talk a little baseball. 
We had 1,000 last year and expect more this year." 


But the public should be aware many dealer-collectors take 


their hobby very seriously and • some baseball cards are 
considered worth hundreds of dollars. 


"And the famous Honus Wagner card is probably worth more 


than $1,000," adds Rathgeber. "It was one of 523 in a set issued 
by a tobacco company in 1910. But Wagner didn't like being 
associated with tobacco and his card was taken out of 
circulation. 


"There's probably only about 25 or 30 of those cards in 


existence and they've got to be worth at least $1,000 each." 


Past conventions have prompted big deals over the little 


cardboard cards that started out as novelties issued by tobacco 
and gum manufacturers.

Summer Olympics Figure 


To Go On as Planned 


QUEBEC CITY (UPI) - Quebec Solicitor General Fernand 


Lalonde says he is "reasonably sure" the Olympic stadium 
would be completed in time for the 1976 Summer Games and 
they would go on as planned. 


Published reports in Montreal said Wednesday labor troubles 


have put construction of the stadium and Olympic pools behind 
schedule and alternate facilities were being sought. 


However, Lalonde told the Quebec National Assembly, "We 


are reasonably sure the Stadium will be ready, and if anything 
is not totally complete, it will certainly not prevent the games 
being held in Montreal." 


The head of the Olympic organizing committee, Roger 


Rousseau, said also the $375 million stadium and other 
facilities will be completed before the July 17,1976 opening day 
of the games. 


"But there isn't a minute to lose until the day the games 


start," Rousseau added. 


Lalonde did express some concern about the soaring construc- 


tion costs for the Olympic facilities, but he said he could not 
give any cost estimate until after he receives an expected 
financial report. 


Construction costs were originally set at $250 million. Latest 


estimates place the cost "at slightly over $800 million."

State Farm Mutual, the nation's largest auto insurer, 


announced today its auto insurance rates in New York will go 
up an average of 14 percent beginning Dec. 1 It is the 
company's first rate increase in the state since the end of 1969. 


The price increase averages $12 40 per six-month policy 


period for the company's 378,000 New York policyholders, a 
State Farm spokesman said. But the size of the increase for 
individual policyholders will vary substantially from this, 
depending on what kind of car they drive and where, how, and 
how much they drive it. 


The increase in the Kingston area will average about 17.7 


percent. 


"Our current rates are 11.9 percent lower than they were in 


1970 because of rate cuts in 1972 and 1974," the spokesman 
said, "and we returned about $5 9 million in dividends to our 
New York policyholders between 1971 and 1975. Even after the 
increase announced today, our rates will be only 0.4 percent 
higher than in 1970." 


Sharp rises in the costs of medical care and car repair, which 


have been going up faster than the overall cost of living, made 
the rate increase necessary, the spokesman said.

By failing to understand how

J. Rex Duwe, ABA presi- 


dent, speaking here at the re- 
cent annual convention of the 
Arizona Bankers Association, 
called on bankers to get in- 
volved in creating public sup- 
port for and understanding of 
the basic principles of the free 
enterprise system. 


"The basic tenet (of capital- 


ism) is that each individual 
works hardest when he knows 
that he will benefit directly," 
Duwe stated. "As a corollary, 
when everyone in a society is 
working hard, they produce 
more and there is more to go 
around." 


Duwe, who is president and 


chairman 
of The 
Farmers 


State Bank of Lucas, Kan., 
recognized the need for laws to 
help shape the competitive en- 
vironment and to meet social 
goals but suggested that the 
government not be allowed to 
dictate all activities and stifle 
initiative and responsiveness 
of business. 


"A public that does not un- 


derstand the inter-rela- 
tionships of our economic sys- 
tem may, in its ignorance, 
support government 
actions 


that are intended to correct a 
particular problem but instead 
could do serious harm to our 


nation's economic system," 
Duwe cautioned the bankers. 


"Piecemeal government reg- 


ulation does not work," Duwe 
stated. "It distorts economic 
forces and sometimes hurts the 
very people it was meant to 
help." 


In suggesting that "bankers 


participate in educating the 
public, Duwe noted that the 
Arizona Bankers Association 
has been extremely active in 
developing and supporting ec- 
onomic education workshops 
at the University of Arizona. 
He called for more education 
programs. 


"Consider working with 


educators to develop specific 
programs aimed at students of 
all age groups," Duwe urged 
the bankers, "programs in 


which 
students 
learn 
the 


basics of economics by running 
their own businesses in a 
classroom situation." 


"I am convinced," the ABA 


president stated, "that despite 
its shortcomings, the free en- 
terprise system provides the 
best mechanism we have for 
insuring the efficient alloca- 
tion of resources, for encourag- 
ing innovations and new ap- 
plications of resources, and for 
furthering economic growth." 


"Private enterprise has a 


dynamism that bureaucracies 
isolated from the discipline of 
the market simply do no 
possess," he stated. 


Even after 200 years, capi- 


talism is still being refined. 


Duwe acknowledged. Through 
this refining, we can move 
towards a revitalized capitalist 
system that is better able to 
meet our new and changing 
needs, he concluded.

With the probability of fucal default by New York City 


looming larger and larger, a resolution calling for the estab- 
lishment of a default impact study committee will be in- 
troduced at the Nov. 13 meeting of the Ulster County 
Legislature. 


Legislator Lester C. Elmendorf (R-Dist. 2), who had filed the 


resolution, explained that there is a large possibility that the 
county and its townships could lose more than $1.1 million in 
various taxes paid by the city on its extensive land holdings 
in Ulster County. 


"It's my understanding that Mayor (Abraham) Beame has 


said to the news media that payment of these taxes upstate 
is not on their priority list," Elmendorf said, explaining that 
New York City's failure to pay its taxes could have a snowball 
effect. 


Default "could be devastating to all of the residents of Ulster 


County," Elmendorfs resolution notes in calling for the 
establishment of the committee. 


Elmendorf explained to the Freeman that there would be 11 


townships in the county affected by default of New York City. 
Four of those townships, Hurley, Marbletown, Olive and 
Wawarsing, would bear the brunt of the difficulties. 


According to the legislator, the county general, town general 


and other taxes paid on New York City land holdings this year 
in those four townships are as follows: Hurley, $110,384.92; 
Marbletown, $118,959.98: Olive, $833,802.71; and Wawarsing, 
$900,830.67. 


"That's a sizeable chunk," Elmendorf commented. 
He said the county not only would have to make up its 


portion of the taxes but might have to make up for lost tax 
revenues to the towns. 


The resolution calls for the following representation on the 


proposed committee: the finance committee of the legislature, 
the county treasurer, the county budget officer, the adminis- 
trative director of municipal affairs of the state bureau of audit 
and control and supervisors from the town of Hurley, Olive and 
Wawarsing. 


Elmendorfs resolution is among the 16 submitted for con- 


sideration for the county legislature when it meets in regular 
session next Thursday. Afternoon session is set for 4 p.m. at 
the county office building on Fair Street with the evening 
session set for 8 p.m. 


Several appropriation requests are on tap for consideration 


including a request for $210,000 for the repair of Joy's Bridge 
in Woodstock; a request for $33,194 as the county's matching 
share of state support of mass transit (buses): and a request
